Dallas Kills 9 


At Least 800 Injured; Other Twisters 
In Two-State Area Boost Deaths to 15 


DALLAS, Tex. fl’R> — A killer 
tornado whirled slowly across 16 
miles of Dallas late Tuesday, crush­ 
ing an estimated 800 homes, kill­ 
ing 9 persons and injuring up­ 
wards of 800 others. 
A 10th person was killed in Tex- 
IOO miles northeast ot Dallas 
and black tornado funnels swept 
on into Oklahoma, killing at least 
5 others in that state and injur­ 
ing 14 more, bringing the two-state 
toll to 15 dead. 
At least 170 persons, many of 
them in critical condition, were 
injured enough to require hospital 
treatm ent in Dallas. 
The Texas 
Department of Public Safety esti­ 
mated that 600 others were hurt, 
but not enough to go to hospitals.

full 
of 
bricks 
were 
blown from railroad tracks. 
Auto­ 
mobiles were blown over houses. 
Fire Marshal Guy Harbert said one 
automobile was blown over a house 
and it “worked fine, even to its 
radio,” after the tornado passed. 
Salvation Army Capt, Walter C. 
Wolfe said it would 
be at least 
Friday before 
the disaster area 
could be cleared out to tell if there 
are any more casualties. 
The tornado 
hit at about 4:40 
p. rn. CST. 


Children Among Victims 


“ It was quite dark when the 
tornado hit,” Wolfe said. 
“Only a 
couple hours of daylight were left 


Darkness set in before the area 
could he checked thoroughly for 
bodies.” 
“ It’s the worst disaster I have 
seen and I have worked through 
several major 
floods,” 
he 
said. 
Floods were never like this.” 
A heavy thunderstorm hit Dallas 
again early today and a downpour 
of rain and strong winds ruined 
what furniture may have been left 
by the tornado in the demolished 
homes. 
Four of the victims in Dallas 
were children, ranging from five 
years to one month.

who 
found homes wrecked and families 
gone.

He replied that there is no rea­ 
son for anyone to doubt his basic 
integrity and honesty, and that he 
intends to serve out his elected 
term of office.

— He expressed hope that a tax 
reduction would he possible before 
he leaves office in 1961. 
But he

—He said that from the Amen' 
can standpoint the Communists arc 
not keeping the Korean armistice 
in 
accordance with 
its original 
terms. 
—He denied a report that Adm 
Arthur W. Radford, chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, had rec 
ommended a United Nations build­ 
up in South Korea with the addi 
tion of jet aircraft. 
—He 
said

achieve some savings in foreign 
aid 
Rut he said the administra­ 
tion still regards the $4.4 
billion 
foreign aid request in the budget 
as 
the hest estimate 
of a mini­ 
mum program if the United States 
is to achieve its objectives in the 
free world. 
—He said in response to a ques­ 
tion that it would he possible 
to 
cut federal personnel a great deal 
without the operation of the gov­ 
ernment suffering unduly. But he 
said he has no specific plan,

day has issued orders to his White 
House drivers never again to ex­ 
ceed the speed limit.

Blizzard Piles

Hearing a rumor that the secret 
police were on his trail, Gomory 
decided to flee the country. 
A 
truck driver supplied 
him with 
counterfeit, 
identification 
papers 
and drove him near the Austrian 
border. 
“ W’e had no difficulty until we 
were about IOO meters from the 
border,” Gomory recalled. “ A Rus­ 
sian soldier shouted ‘Stop!’ I jum p­ 
ed out and ran 
The soldier fired 
but the night was very dark. 
I 
made it safely.” 
A few days later, Gomory’s p ar­ 
ents, Mr. and Mrs Alexander Go 
moly, also crossed 
the border. 
From Austria, the Gomory* travel­ 
ed to 
Munich, Germany, where 
they took a plane to New’ York. 
The student’s parents remained in 
New York, where his father is em ­ 
ployed in a factory. 
All of Gomory’s expenses dur­ 
ing his first quarter at Southern 
are being paid through a Student 
Refugee Fund co sponsored by the 
International Relations Club and 
the Student Council. Nearly $1000 
was raised for the fund by stu­ 
dents and civic clubs throughout 
Southern Illinois. 
The fund was 
launched by Fahmi Dahdah, for­ 
mer SIU graduate student from 
Jordon, now employed in St. Lou­ 
is. 


After the spring term, Gomory 
will seek summ er employment to 
help pay his expenses next fall 
He will be a working student the 
remainder of his college career.
